Alsó provides Information concerning alleged 3abotage of 
plán fór organizing democratic student group, establishment of which, 
according to source, was entrusted to a United States Major connected 
with OSS in Home# 



ADMINISTRATIVS ADDEUDÜMs 



It will be noted from a portion of the details that Source was per- 
sonally acquainted with VAJTA in Hungary. Concerning Vajta ! s al- 
leged association with a Major of the United States Army connected 
with OSS in Romé, Source was unable to provide the name of the Major* 
However, it is felt that enough details are available to identify 
him, if necessary, from an examination of OSS or other War Department 
files. The use of 033 and United States Military Government was 
discussed with source* As this phase of the Information came to 
him from another person, there is a possíbility that error exisfcs 
in the use of fcerms CBS and U.S. ’viilitary Government. Information 
contained in HAVA 229 is nőt being set forth again as it was com- 
plete when submitted. 
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SU3JECT: Ferenc VAJ? A (alra Ferenc VATJA, Ferenc ,'LQSEK) 



1, Source advisee that he was personally acquainted with 
Ferenc VÁJT A when both we re s tűdén ts at the University In 
Hungary. Thls perlőd was about 18 years ago. At that tlme 
VÁJT A was actlve in the young Hungárián ext remist circles 
and was very ciose to Ferenc fa A JN1SS . VAJTA and PAJftISS were 
in communication witl> tíie^~áb v i eí Erffié s s y in Budapest and it 
was unüerstooa that they were highly rega: ded by the Soviet 
Minis tér in Hungary. Puring this same period Source States 
that he knowo írom per sónál exper ience that VAJTA and his 
friends were often entertained by the Soviet Minister in 
Hungary in the Soviet Embassy building* 

2, Ab out this saine time HITLER came to power in Germany and 
suduenly, without any previous announcernent, VAJTA and RAJUIS 
appeared in the Hungárián rightist extremist youth organiza- 
tlons as "leeders’* . It was, however, an open secret that 
the Soviet Embassy did nőt sever ties with Vajta and Rajniss. 

3, Source at tbis tirae was Secretary General of the/liIGUE 
FÓR THE P^üSIA;: FEDERATIOH ín Budapest, In this capacity 
he~h'ad _ acces 3 to confidentíai Information and he aacertair.ed 
that Vajta represented the extremist revolut tonary vi ng of 
the Hungárián rightist moveraént • It was Vajta' s function t o 
create ín Hungárián youth a h&tred toward the United States 
and England. As a Communist Vajta coulo nőt de ve lop his anti 
United States, anti-plut ocratic and anti-democratic campaígn 
bút, becsüse of his switch to the Ha*i moveic^- ‘ he was áble 
to accompllsh the sane thíng. 

4, Puring this period D r . El eme P resl dent of the 
Ligue of the Panubian Feder átlón irfformed source that he was 
'atftr€fcÍ-d--of‘''íta , Jriiss, Vajta and company because he did nőt know 
whether they lived on money received from the •'Soviet Embassy 
or the Germán Legation. 

5, A 3 the war neared íts end in Oermany Vajta mys teriously 
appeared in Home, Italy. l r o bee enne the confidentiai adviser 
to a young American Major, according to Source, who was work- 
ing fór OSS with the United States Hilitary Government. This 
young Major v/as an ideálist; he had an ambitious plán to or- 
ganize University and college students of the world intő a 
great ant i-communis t world federation. Vajta was selected 

as ar. expert in the mattsr by the Major* and was enti-usted 
with the orgar.ization work. As a result, the moveiH9nt was 
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sabotaged by Vajta, and 3upportors of the movement ín variou3 
countries were later arrosted by representatives of the Soviet 
secret police. Vajba, in his capacity es adviser and organizer, 
"sold out" the United States Military Government to the Soviet 
secret police. He was taking monoy frora both the United States. 
Government and from the Soviet Union. 

u. There were a great manv Hungárián refugees in Italy at that 
time and Vajta was instructed by the Soviet Union to impede 
any contact between these democratic Hungárián refugees and 
United States authoritÍ9s. It was his function, acccrding, 
to source, to create distrust between United States Military 
Government reprosentatíves anc other pro-democratic offlcials 
in ríoiTiO. 

7. Source believes that a search of OSS files would reveal 
these pro-communis t , an ti -American activities. He alsó points 
out that QSS and the Major in question were warned froia Hun- 
gárián democratic sides and by the Vatican nőt to trust Vajta, 
bút that he continued to have the confidence of the American 
Major fór somé time. 

3. Source further advised that Vajta succeedeh in having 
certain Catholic leaders regarded as Communists by the United 
States Miiitary Government. He alsó added that when Vajta 
arrived in the United States with a diplomatic passport he, 
as Is known, entered the countrv without any dif ficulty; ,he V 
was welcomed by "American friends" who organized a welcoroing 1 
reception and a press conference in which he was feted as \ 
"the hero of libertv" . 
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
